A Gigantic Railroad Scheme—How Harry Gil! 
Spends His Time-—Socia! Bntertainments—A . 
Handsome and Wealthy Widow— Phe 
Humbug Indian Doctors, Etc,, Etc, 


New York, May 2°9.—[Special.]—Another 
new and gigantic railroad scbeme is shortly 
to be consummated. It appears that 
the New York Central by an agreement with 
the Pennsylvania, who has her terminus in 
Jersey City, is to build a new line from Bay- 
onne, N. J., to the terminus of the West Bhore 
road at Weehawken, Then the Hadson River 
tunne! is to be pushed tocompletion, and con- 
tinued from its New York terminus, under 
the surface of the city, to the Grand Central 
depot, in Forty-second street. An enormous 
station is to be erected in Jersey City at which 
traims from all parts of the country will re- 


ceive and discharge passengers, so thatthe - 


entire passenger traffic to and from New 
York will pass through Jersey City. The land 
and titles necessary to the project have been 
secured, and all that is required for the actu- 
- al commencement of the work is a cessation 
of the present labor troubles,

ander Taylor. Itis composed partly of New 
York and partly of Chicago people. 
Jones, the Chicago grain operator, is interest- 
ed in it, and itis reported that a conference 
was recently held, at which Jones, Ream and 
Cemmack decided to bull the stock market to 
the greatest possible extent. Theireilorts so 
far have been successful, but it remains to be 
seen whether a few moderately rich men can 
support the market in face of all the bearish 
influences now at work. Armour i3 said to 
have a band inthe deal, too. But even with 
bis assistance the new pool will not be able to 
handle more than two orthree 8tocks. They 
have until now worked principally St. Paul, 
Northwest and Lake Shore. The general list 
did not respond tothe movement, but of course 
remaines steady under its influence. 

Probably the people of New York are the 
most long-suffering and imposed upon race on 
the face of this globe. No 
sooner have they got throngh 
being swindled by Tweed and his gang than 
some one else turns up to trouble them. Now 
that the Broadway Surface railroad bas been 
run to earth we hear that the Croton aqueduct 
extension is the next “boodle’ in order. New 
Yorkers had as much water as was needed 
until a couple of years ago, when a party of 
men in power thought that something should 
tobe done to make money. They stationed 
an agent at the reservoir, and every now and 
then the water supply was cut off for the time 
in order to create the impression that there was 
an ecarcity of water. The consequence was 
that $25,000,000 is to be expended upon the new 
aqueduct, but those who know say that with the. 
exception of the Panama canal it will provethe 
most expensive enterprise ever started. Once 
a job of this sort is begun in New York there 
seems to be no way of puttingastop to further 
expenditure. The history of the capitol at 
Albany, the new law courts in New York, and 
the Brooklyn bridge, fully proved this. So 
New Yorkers can fairly expect an Irish divi- 
dend on the new aqueduct. This seemsal! the 
more likely as Governor Hil!, whose preten- 
sions to follow his predecessor, Grover Cleve- 
Jland, to the white house are well known, has 
Jately shown his hand in the appointments. 
An appointment which is the subject of much 
talk here just now is that of Mr. O’Brien, the 
principal contractor on the aqueduct, to be re- 
ceiver of the Broadway railroad—onec of the 
fattest positions known. Meanwhlie, the ele- 
vated roads seem disposed to crush the sur- 
face roads, and have already reduced the fare 
en Second and Ninth avenues to five cents, 
and no doubt asimilar reduction will soon be 
made cn the others. 

As has already been pointed out in these 
letters, the interference of fanatics and 
“strikers’’ with the betting in New York is be- 
finving to tell its tale. lace meetings aro 
portponed or declared off, and the unfortunate 
publie start for the races only to find at the rail- 
read depot that some force majeure will spoil its 
day’s outing. Mr. Withers, the head of the 
Morn outh Park association, has come out with 
a manifesto stating thatifthe betting is inter- 
fered with there he will close the place, sell 
the grouncs for what they will fetch and 
throw thousands of veople ont of employment. 
This manifesto is all the more striking, as*it is 
well known that Mr. Withers, who is a very 
wealthy man, owning several of the East river 
ferries, never betsMand merely runs his horses 
for his pleasure. tIGOLO.

Ihe 
girls are admitted free, but all others are 
charged twenty-five cents. During the per- 
formances the tables in the parquetand on the 
balconies are surrounded by men drinking 
wine aud toasting their fair companions. A 
restaurant furnished with provender raised on 
Hill’s Long Island farms is ever at the service 
of the guéste, and meals can be furnished in 
private rooms if desired. No man who comes 
to New York to “see the elephant,” ever re- 
turns home without visiting Harry Hill’s. 1: 
is as safe for strangers as the Metropolitan 
opera heuse. In thirty-five years no man has 
been robbed in the house. “Thieves give it a 
wide berth, and confidence men prefer 
the street to its hospitalities. The perform- 
ances are varied by boxing matches 
within a twenty-foot ring.

He raises 
his own pork and smokes his own hams. How 
well they, are smoked is shown by the demand 
for them from his acquaintances. Not a day 
passes without his sending a choice ham to 
some prominent citizen, Dogs of all 
breeds and sizes welcome him when he 
appears at his suburhan residence. 
He visits it twice a week, On Wednesday aud 
Sundays, driving out from the city behind a 
team of spanking bays. His stable contaius 
marvels of horseflesh. When at his country 
residence he has instant communication with 
his theater by telephone. His friends are al- 
ways welcome there. There he gratiiies his 
English tastes unhampered. Juicy stakes and 
chops, with rare roast beef are served at his 
table, with raw onions, aspargus, cucumbers, 
tomatoes and potates.

those pretended Indian doctors who, during 
the past few summer seasons, have so reese 
plied throughout the country. They — 
from place to place, setting Up 4n imitation s) 
an Indian cawp Mm eaca, drawiag 
crowds by means of a erude vari- 
ety ‘how .of singing, dancing and 
athletic feats, and then selling medicines com- 
posed of a stew of herbs made ina kettle over 
a fire in the presence of the spectators. Some- 
times mystic rites or savage incantations ac- 
company the manufacture of the cure 4il, and 
the superstitious and ignorant are soimpressed 
that they part with dollars freely. The 
medical society will direct the 
attention of all the county medi- 
cal associations of the United States to the 
fact that, although these quacks are careful 
not to formally announce themselves as phys- 
icians, they do usually figure as ‘‘medicine 
men,” are in effect medical practitioners in the 
ere of the law. In some instances, the adven- 
turer is a degenerate physician, entitled by 
diploma to practice, but that is unusual, aod 
the societies will be urged to prosecnte all the 
rest. The assertion will be made that great 
harm and simall good is done to their patients, 
because tle stuff sold is almost invariably a 
simple cathartic, likelier than not unsuited 
to the disease. 

Full a dozen tent concerns of this sort are 
being fitted out now in this city for the sea- 
son. (One venture of uncommon elaborateness 
is in preparation at the Liverpool varieties, 
one ofthe worst of the Chatham square con- 
cert halls. The boss is Henry Doadens, alias 
the Pawnee, a big man witha swarthy com- 
plexion and abundant long hair: He maiea 
tour last year with an Indian medicine camp 
under the name of Big Wonder, and his pe2- 
cublary success led him into the present ex- 
tension of his business. He has hired ten 
persons, consisting of five young women, who 
will perform in Indian dances: one very old 
and ugly one, for a witch and fortune te!ler;

He applied 
for the exclusive three-card-monte privilege 
along with the camp doing so by proxy, and 
Doadens said: ‘“Pheres going to be a card 
racket, and I mtalking with a sharp for the 
biz; but my pniee is fifty dollars a week, which 
he’s willing to give. But he ain’t gob no 
boodle to put up for security,and I ain’t giv- 
ing that privilege away for an uncertainty. A 
clever man ean scoopin a hundred a week, 
over expenses, and it beats followiog a circus, 
The chumps just wander round our camp with 
their pocketbooks open, and all you've got to 
do is help yoursef. This gang will be com- 
posed of thoroughly disreputable material. 

Other projects for medicine camps involve, 
in some cases, less scoundrelism. In one in- 
stance it was ascertained that the medicine to 
be dispensed was merely a powerful eathartic 
combined with some quinine, which would, of 
course, stimulate the taker so that he would 
be likely to feel vetter for awhile, but wold. 
have no permanent influence over his ailment. 
A novelty prepared at 126 West Thirty-first 
street, Which is the home of a lot of negro for- 
tune tellers and spiritualiatic mediums, under 
the direction of Asa Washington, a shrewd 
negro who bas for years operated as a sear and 
materializing medium, will iutroduce spirit 
seances a8 a feature to impress the gullible. 
He will perform the usual cabinet tricks, pro- 
ducing ghosts of departed Indiang, who will 
bo represented as great medicine men of their 
tribes, and these wil! prescribe remedies. This 
show will be called the Apache Braves and 
Spirits, and, asnearly as could be learned, it 
will have a ronte through New York, Ohio 
and thence farther west.

Broadway and Thirtieth street, 
becomes as conspicuous a part of the metropo- 
lis as Wail! street is in the daytime, Whatever 
produces unusual agitation in that region of 
flickering lights and flitting shadows belongas 


+ truly io the story of life in this big town as do 


the convulsions which oceasionaily tear up 
things arcund its financial center, In the 
triangular region referred to a_ grand 
row is in progress, which thresteus to 
produce a permanent rupture of theamicable 
and profitable relations which for years have 
existed between the liquor authorities, the 
police and three principal nocturnal indos- 
tries of that busy euarter. Of late, the 
women proprietors of apartments that are let 
to very transient guests without reference, 
have been extending their business in a direc- 
tion which interferes with the profits of the 
several places of public entertainment which 
derive their gain from the opportunities 
they offer for cementing casnal friendships 
with beer and other beverages. In these 
apartments anything in the way of liquid re- 
freshments can be obtained; the price for each 
“round,” whether it consists of two beers or 
two brandy-and-seltzers, being invariably one 
dollar. This liberal charge enables the pro- 
prietor to allow a commission of fifty per 


| cent on all orders arising from the thirst of 


the youwg persons in jerseys and French- |) 


heeled boots who frequently beeome their 
guests; and this arrangement ha become so 
profitable that, instead of being content to 
further an acquaintance by sipping beer at five 
cents a glass in the public resorts, these young 
persons make all haste to betake themselves 
with their acquaintances to one of the less 
public reserts where they will make 50 cents 
and the proprietor 46 cents on every order for 
two glasses of beer. This approaches so near 
to realizing the wildest aldermanic dreams ofa 
rofitable divy that the keepers of the puabd- 
ie dives are unable te offer any in- 
ducement comparable with it, and are suffer- 
ing with a very serious falling off of trade. 
They have not yet decided what measures 
they will take for the protection of their bus- 
iness, but it is probable that they will them-

NEWS AND COMMENT CAUGHT AT 


THE CAPITAL. 


Some Long Sealed Boxes to be Opened atthe Treas- 
ury Depsartment—Justice toan Old Servant of 
the Lee Family—Senator Ingalls and 
His Great Loquacity— Other Itents, 

WASHINGTON, May 2&--[Special.]--Little 
respect was paid to personal property by the 
federal troops who invaded the south. Waile 
they did not always goto the excesses which 
ppremsces General Butler and his men in New 

trleans they seldom failed to take the pick of 
the things that were thrown in their way by 
the fortunes of war. The twelve million dol- 
lars now in the treasury as a special deposit.do 
not represent all of the property seized and 
appropriated under the “captured and aban- 


doned property act,” but simply al! that was } 


accounted for. A bill is now pending, with 
some prospect of passing, which will reopen 
the court of claims to suits forthe recovery of 
this property. 

Another class of property, the seizure of 
which doesnot reflect credit upon the federal! 
soldiers, is the subject of an act recently ap- 
proved by the president. This bili is for the 
restoration to the rightful owners ef the con- 
tents of certain boxes on deposit in the vau!+s 
of the treasury. These boxes were delivered 
to the treasury officials about the close of the 
war by General }Ketcham. A catalogue of 
their contents is interesting. It enumerates 
256 watches, &5 watch chains, half a dozen 
lockets, two or three dozen rings, a numbar of 
breastpins, seals, brooches. ear-rings, brace 
lets, besides spoons, knives, and various oth« 
articles of tableware. Most of these articles 
were, 1 learn, taken from  peonle in 
the cities of Savamnah, Mobile. and New 
Cirlears. The secretary of the treasuty 
bas just issued an order specifying what proofs 
will be required for the return of this lonz 
lest treasure. The intrinsic value of these 
articles may be comparatively smali, but ti 
mere reading of the list shows that it contaius 
the epecics oi property prized above most other 
peesessions. Heirlooms, old family plate, 
per:onal property rencered invaluable to the 
owners by association, but worth liitle to any- 
body else, make upthe list. By this time I 
suppose most of the owners are dead or have 
concluded that their lost jewelry went into the 
indiscriminate contribution levied and po-xet- 
ed by the conquering army. Few of these 
ence precious articles will ever find 
their way back to their owners 
ortheir descendants. If not claimed within 
two years they are to be sold and the provecds 
turned into the treasury. Twoglittle boxe, to 
be opened after more thah twenty years cap- 
tivity, probably do not represent one thous- 
audth part of the personal property which was 
taken from the people of the south in the 
reckless pillage of war.

A TRIP THROUGH A LOVELY 
LAND. 


The Country Along the Route—The Iron Bridges 
on Tobosofkee—Walden and the Levels—The 
County Around Cork—Idlewilde and the 
Club Picnic—Other News Items, 


Macon, Ga., May 27.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.|—It was with anticipafions of the most 
pleasant kind that we drove out of the city on 
a sunny May morning, behind a pair of But- 
ner’s best bays, attached to an easy-going car- 
riage. “On to Idlewild,” was the cry, and 
swiftly the miles rolled away. 

Ten miles through the heart of the country, 
on a bright morning. It was a tonic that 
could it be bottled would drive from the 
market the most skilfully prepared panaceas 
of the chemist’s laboratory. 

Low ridges and sloping valleys, rising and 
following in billowy beauty, clad in the soft- 
tinted livery of the May Queen. Fields of 
tender corn, rustling and nodding in the co- 
quetting breezes, and ridgy patches of ground, 
broadening out until kissed by the misty ho- 
rizon line. where the sturdy young king cot- 
ton reigns. The ubiquitous corn field darkey 
and the persistently prevalent mule, dividing 
the,honors as servitors of his budding majesty. 

The late rains have wrought a wonderful 
improvement in the prospect of things. Corn 
is, as the rustics express it, “jest everlastin’ly 
atryin’ itself.” Should the seasons hold good 
for afew weeks longer, the success of this 
crop is assured. 

It takes cotton about half the season to de- 
cide whether it is going to do anything, or 
not. It has not reached a decision up to this 
writing. In some places the outlook is fair, 
but there was a poor stand to begin with, and 
further developments are awaited with much 
anxiety, 

The oat fields are just now—to 
the impractical ¢éye—the dulce minns the 
utile—most beautiful things to behold; great 
stretches of deep sea green brightening the 
landscape, their whitish green buds looking 
like splashes of foam on the shining expanse. 
With the rippling motion of the breeze to 
complete the simile, they are most restful to 
the eye. Practically, the oat crop is below 
par. It is not the oats’ fault, however, for if 
ever they have been sorely tried it was 
during the past spring. Blasts and 
blizzards, floods and freezes attacked them in 
front, flank and rear, and the wonder is that 
this disastrous combination left any oats at all, 
or even the place where the oats intended to 
grow. And yeta fair crop will be harvested, 
thanks to the kind providence that sends the 
later as well as the early rains. Minor crops 
are doing about as usual. I have noticed at 
this time of the year they generally do about 
as usual. 

But this bit of philosophising brings 
us tu the hamlet of Walden, 
Walden is simply a railroad station, and 
nothing more. Here the fiery steeds of iron 
stop to coo] their parched throats with a 
draught of fresh water, and a farmer gets on 
or off, adrummer gazes out of the window and 
the steed goes panting onward. But if tnere 
is nothing especially attractive about Walden, 
there is, at the same time, nothing particularly 
unattractive, and we would have to draw 
straws to determine whether it is good, bad or 
indifferent. 1 have learned onething. There 
are a lot of the nicest sort of people who live 
just outside of Walden, and you don’t have 
far to go to get outside of Walden. Sol guess 
it must be a charming little Georgia village, 
as they all are. 

Leaving this village we strike a beautiful 
level country, over which we go spinning along 
right merrily. The farmsare well tilled, the 
fences are the same jolly old acquaintances 
that I used to scramble over in my Jyouth 
—tke halcyon days of my youth— 
when I used to goin search of dewberries and 
find black snakes. 

These woods are magnificent. The farm- 
houses are generally well built, and there is a 
family air of comfort about them most invit- 
ing to those who know as much about the hos- 
pitable nature of the inhabitantsas I happen 
to know. I notice one thing about these peo- 
ple that live along on the border lands of 
Houstén and the confines of Bibb. Their 
cribs and barns and outhouses are well built 


and kept in good repair, and 
there is no surer indication of the 
prosperity of a county than this. A big, 


handsome, white painted mansion, tlanked by 
a tumble down crib and a stable which sits in 
a crouching attitude, with one gable pointing 
skyward, and the other in the dust of humili- 
ation, means that “‘there is something rotten 
in Denmark.” You can’t always tell a man 
by the clothes he wears, but you can make a 
pretty good guess ata farmer if you observe 
the houses he builds. 

Tobosofkee is the name of the creek, swamp 
or hog wallow, whatever you choose to call it. 
The Indians _ called it  Tobosofkee, 
which I suppose is Indian for 
“Nixcumarans.”’ Here are the famous iron 
bridges. It would take aman with an iron 
nerve to cross this water on any other sort of 
abridge. The bridges have served a good 
purpose, for over their sturdy arches the 
wealth of a productive land has been trans- 
ferred to Macon. 

A few miles through a rather broken coun- 
try brings us to Cork. This is simply a‘ post- 
ollice. Lam reminded of an anecdote, by the 
mention of this suggestive name, When Corks 
get lively Lhave noticed that anecdotes are 
manufactured ata good rate, My anecdote is 
this: One time a pompous ship captain, a su- 
percilious merchant, a bronzed traveller and 
a green Irishman sat down to dine. Each 
man evidently prided himself on his national- 
ity. Said the traveller, “Iam just from Per- 
rnambuco, en route to Valpasriso,”,‘‘and I,” svid 
the merchant, ‘‘am from Montevideo.” The 
pompous captain remarked, ‘I hail from Rio 
de Janerio.” ‘“Begod!” exclaimed Pat, ‘‘an 
I’m from Corky—Corky—UCorky o.” 

It is only five miles farther to Idlewilde, 
and we are soon in sight of this lovely gather- 
ing place. 

The grounds are perhaps three acres in ex- 
tent, enclosed by a neat fence, and in the mid- 
dle of a magniflicent; park of natural! growth. 
A large dancing hall with club room up stairs 
has been erected. It was formerly the prop: 
erty of Mr. Feagin, a wealthy planter, whose 
farm lies adjacent, but was presented by him 
to the Houston County Farmers’ club. 

It is a beautiful place, and every year they 
have a grand picnic and general jolilification 
here. There were perhaps two thousand peo- 
ple and two dozen candidates présent, bat the 
candidates were largely in the majority. 
There were candidates of assorted sizes from 
court bailiffs up, and ‘‘all took sugar in thern.”’ 

But they were all merry and good Numor- 
ed. The one peculiarity is that the candidate 
for coroner is good looking. As a general 
thing the county picks out the man of su- 
preme unloveliness for this position. I knew 
a coroncr insouth Georgia once who was so 
ugly that his own dog used 
to shut his eyes when he went to look at his 
master. 

As for the picnic, it was a grand success. 
There was food enough and to spare, and young 
and old enjoyed day as only those who labog 
much are able to thoroughly enjoy a holi : 
Around the lovely drives the loiterers saunte?= 
ed; and in the dance hall rosy cheeked maideus 
and strong limbed youths bobbed up serenely 
to the merry music. E 

Some were sentimentally inclined, paired 
off and sought some rustic seat where they 
might converse of the ideal, while the_ still 
small voice of the real whispered “red bugs.” 
I detest the ingenous red bug. Whenever he 
‘its down to his task he has too much of the 
“General Grant—if-it-takes-all-summer” about 
him to enlist my sympathies, even when I see 
him surreptitiously crushed2between ths rosy 
finger tips of some fair but determined maiden. 
The little black ant may be more high temp- 
ered if you beard him in his native lair, but he 
is generous. If he stings you he turns right 
around and bites the chunk out, thus saving 
you the trouble of scarifying or cauterizing. 

I shall ever remember Idlewilde as a land 
Ere long the n and 
will be built along the 
route I have described. Idlewilde will, no 
doubt, bea station. The xoad will then shoot 
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‘its mines or quarries, trans 
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down by Vienna, Peckville—the place they 
used to stop travelers and make them dance— 
Tipton, Afton, Habria and Vaidosta. That is 
the route. Through one of the finest sections 
of country in the state, combining the fertile 
lands of Houston and Dooly, the grass range 
and timber lands of Irwin, Worth and Ber- 
rien, and then Lowndes with its rich farm 
lands, this road will pass, and it will be a pay- 
ing line. With the city of Macon at one end 
and the city of Valdosta at the other, there 
will be nothing to hinder it. Besides, itis one 
_ of the finest routes, naturally, in the state. 
It passes along a sort of dividing ridge with- 
out an intervening river from Macon to with- 
in four miles of Valdosta. It is a remarkable 
route, and when it is finished I am going down 
to Idlewilde to live. Meanwhile 
‘The curfew tolls the knell of parting day, 
The lowing herd wind slowly o'er the lea,’ 
And we bid adieu to the beauties of Idlewilde,

The Public Debt Statement—The Fisheries

A Peculiar Affairin the Mountains of West 
Virginia. 

GRAFTON, W. Va., May 29.—In Tucker 
county deer are abundant in the woods, but 
this is the close season and a good deal of bad 
blocd has been stirred up lately by strict en- 
forcement of the state game law. The other 
day two stately deer deliberately walked 
through the main street of St. George, the 
county seat, as ifthey had consulted a lawyer 
and believed it to be safe. Old hunters steod 
in their doors and swore, but did not dare 
molest the deer. In a few minutes Samuel 
Adkyns, ex-mayor of the town, was in the 
woods south of town witha gun. While run- 
ning rapidly through the underbrush, he 
heard ashot near, and at the same time felt a 
stinging sensation in his right side. He look- 
ed around and soon saw coming through the 
woods Thomas Wyman, president of the 
local game _  pretective association. Ad- 
kyns himself is the secretary. Adkyns was 
pretty painfully hurt by a charge from Wy- 
man’s gun, who mistook him for a deer, but 
he would never have told how he was hurt. 
The story leaked out through the prosecuting 
attorney, postmaster or president of the coun- 
ty court, or some one of the dozen other citi- 
zens of prominence who shortiy reached the 
sot, all armed.

Tle police, seven hundred strong, took the 
head of the line and they presented a very 
fine appearance.

The train reached Oakwood shortly before 
noon. From the depot the ex-confed: rates pro- 
ceeded to the plat of ground in which the un- 
ion dead are buried and which is marked by a 
monument surmounted by the statue of a so!- 
dier at “parade rest.” Herethe floral cross 
was borne and silently deposited at the base 
of the statue. Flowers were scattered over the 
graves and now the large pro- 
cession moved toward the extreme 
south end of the burying grounds where 
in a beautiful grove lie the remains of 480 
confederate soldiers. In the center of the 
grove isasmall mound and withthe excep- 
tion of one headstone this is the only monu- 
ment to mark the resting place of those who 
died in the southern cause. The members of 
the association gathered around the mound 
and while they uncovered their heads the 
floral pillar was reverentiy brought within the 
circle and placed on the mound.

home. Those whowore the gray and those who 
wore the blue are of one blood. Let their yvalorons 
deeds be treasured as a common heritage,and may 
God’s mercy abide with us and his blessing rest 
upon one united country and united people, with 
one flag forever. Amen.” 
The stars and stripes were rested against 
the floral offering, while the members of the 
association and their comrades grouped around 
it. The confederate graves were then strewn 
with flowers and the assembly broke up.

THE BOMB THROWERS. 


Ten> Anarchists Indicted for Murder in 
Chicago. 

CHICAGO, May 29,—It is learned that Spies, 
Schwab, Fielden, Parsons, Fischer, Engel, 
Lingg, Seliger, Schnanubel and Neebe were 
indicted under six charges. The first two are 
contained in two volumnious indictments, in 
which the defendanjs are named collectively. 
One of these is the “bomb” indictment, which 
charges them with wilful murderin igniting 
a fuse and casting a bomb into the ranks of 
the police. The other is the same, except that 
‘revolver and bullets” is used in the place of 
a bomb. Besides these there is an 
indictment against each of the ten men 
named, charging them as individuals with the 
crime of murder by bomb throwing and also 
another set of indictments charging; them 
with murder by pistolshot. In addition to 
the two seriesof indictments charging defend- 
ants with murder, there is alsoa series charg- 
ing the ten persons named with ‘conspiring 
to murder,’ the words “conspiring to murder” 
taking the place, in this series, of the words 
“kill” and “kill and murder,” which is men- 
tiened with the first two series, Six conspiracy 
indictment each in turn charge conspiracy to 
kill and murders the six officials who have so 
far died from the effects of wounds received 
during the riot of May 4; first, the name of 
the deceased officer and the name of another 
being given in each indictment,one name 
enly being given in one indictment. 

Friends of the anarchists say that a letter 
was received yesterday from General Benja- 
min Butler, who said that at the present 
his time was fully occupied, but later on he 
might be able totake up the defense of some 
of those indicted.

j THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 


The Matter of Trades Unions—A Plan to Give 
é Idle Men Work. 

§ CLEVELAND, 0., May 29—A four hoars’ 
setssion of the general sasembly of Knights of 
Labor this morning was devoted toa discus. 
sien of the motiun made yesterday to refer the 
report of the executive board on the relation 
of the order to trades unions to the committee 
onthe state of the order. Speeches were 
made by leading members, and from their 
tenor it is certain that the trades unionists 
will not get all they ask. It seems more 
than probable that the affair will remain 
unsettled. The legislative committee of the 
general assembly has been one of the hardest 
working committees appointed, the members 
having devoted their evenings to the daty be- 
forethem. The commfttee will report Mon- 
day morning, and will propose important 
legislation on railroads, public lands, educa- 
tion, alien land bends and money. A re- 
organization plan, that has been favorably 
diseussed, and which will be brought before 
the executive board, is outlined by William 
B. Dubois, of New York, who takes as the ba- 
sis of argument, that the right of employ- 
ment must be established to cure the evils of 
over-preduction. 

“Carroll D. Wright, of the labor com nic. 
sion,” says the writer, ‘states in round nam- 
bers that 1,000,000 men in this country are out 
of employment who would notbe idle if work 
could be had, That numberisaboutten per cent 
of the actual voting population of the country. I 
think to meet this emergency, the Knights of 
Labor should urge the establishment, by con- 
stitutional amendments or otherwise, in every 
city or town of 5,000 or more inhabitants, a 
department of labor governed by commussion- 
ers _ elected by the people. The 
cuty of . those commissioners woald 
be to devise ways and means in their respact- 
ive towns to give employment toas many as 
ien percent of the voting popuiation and 
there should be an annual appropriation by 
every city and town of 5,000 inhabitants sufti- 
cient to pay wages at the rate of $1 a day for 
3CO daysin the yearto asmany asten per 
cent of the voters, such percentage to be cal- 
culated from the registry list of the last pre- 
vious election. An-additional appropriation 
should be made to pay salaries to commission- 
ers and foremen and to purchase necetsiry 
fupplies. Any’ able-bodied person, who reg- 
istered at the last annual election 
prececding the year for which the appropri- 
sticn are made out of employment by 
reason of strike, Jockout. depression in busi- 
ness, or from any good cause, and unable to 
find other work, may make application for 
work at the department of labor, and should 
he given some useful work to do at the rate 
of oue dollar per day of eight working hours, 
as long as he may choose toremain and work 
for that rate of wages. 

Copies of this paper are in the hands of sev- 
eral delegates, and will be brought before the 
convention as soon as possible. 


. THE EIGHT HOURSYSTEM. 


Workmen Doing as Much as They Did on the 
Old Time. 

CHICAGO, May 29.—Superintendent New- 
goss, of Fairbank & Co's packing house, yes- 
terday issued an order to the butchers em- 
ployed to begin work to-day at 7 o’clock, in- 
tending to quit work at 3:30 0’clock. The 
order was what the workmen expected. They 
worked until noon, when they held a meeting 
and discusssed the question. Many were in 
favor of complying. A majority refused 
and finally decided not to go to 
work. In Arman & Co’s packing house the 
number of hogs killed inten hours has been 
exceeded in eight hours, the present working 
day. In the beef department the old score has 
been equalled. In Swift’s -establishment, 
butchers are slaughtering as nearly as inany 
animals as they were under the old ten hour 
sysiem. The only loss reported is in machin- 
ery. The butchers at a meeting, renewed 
their vows to adhere to the eight hour sys- 
tem.

Lonpon, May 29.—The Salvation army 
congress opened in this city today. It will re- 
main in session a week. Thethousand officers 
and many thousands of soldiers of the army 
from all parts of the world are present. A 
breakfast was given to the delegate; this 
morning in Exeter hall, which was crowded 
to its full capacity. At today’s meeting, Gen- 
eral Booth, commander of the army, in his 
opening address, gave statistics showing the 
work performed by the organiza- 
during the past year. He 
_ ssid that in Great Britain alone $350,000 had 
been contributed to the army treasury; 1,000 
girls had been rescued from life on the streets, 
and nineteen houses for poor and friendless 
had been established and put in working or- 
der. The prison brigade, the general said, 
was doing good work. Delegate Smith, from 
the United States, made an address on thd 
army’s work in America and greatly moved 
the audience by his thrilling stories of souls 
saved.

The HMeartiness cf His Reception Yesterday in Har- 
ris County—The County Assured for Gordos— 
His Speech Yesterday—Other Move- 
ments of the Campaign—Speeciss. 


CHIPLEy, Ga., May 29.—([Special.]—General 
Gordon arrived this morning at the busy little 
city of LaGrange at three o’clock, and was 
met by a committee of the following geatle- 
men: Major A.D. Abraham, Dr. J. A. Chap- 
pel, J.C. Forbes, Captain J. E. Swansen, C. H. 
McFarlane, E. B. Clark and Neal Trnitt. 

The committee accompanied Genera! Gordon 
to Chipley, where they were joined with quite 
a large committee, and escorted to Hamilton. 

On the trip from LaGrange to Chipley, Gen- 
eral Gordon and bis friends were break fasted 
at the beautiful home of Senator John H. 
Traylor, of Troup county. 

At Chipley a large delegation from Green- 
ville and the surrounding country joined the 
party, accomprnied by the Greenville brass 
band. On arriving at Hamilton, General Gor- 
don was met by 

A VAST THRONG 
of enthusiastic friends, who. were in march 
under a beautiful banner with the inscrip- 
tion, ‘For Governor Genera! John B, Gordon.” 

The banner was tastefully decorated. Gen- 
eral Gordon, amidst the wildest enthusiasm 
and prolonged cheers,was escorted to the hotel. 
On his way from the depot, the air was rent 
with hurrahs for Gordon. 

The erowd wis simply wild with excite- 
ment. General Gordon lifted his hat and 
said:

THE PUBLIC PULSE. 

The operation resulted in revealing the fol- 
lowing state cf affairs: The voters in Hartwell 
are nearly evenly divided between Major 
Bacon and General Gordon, the preponderance 
being in favor of General Gordon. The voters 
in the country are overwhelmingly in favor of 
General Gorden. General Gordon’s support. 
ers in both town and country are wide awake, 
and are determined that no trick, whatever 
its nature, shall prevent the selection of. dele- 
gates who will vote for his nomination. While 
the statement anticipates events, yet it may 
be emphatically said at this point that the 
condition of affairs just outlined is a true 
bill, and that Major Bacon’s speech did not 
even in the slightest degree make an altera- 
tion.

“AL 11 o'clock Major Bacon mounted the 
platform and was received with mingled 
cheers for himself and General Gordon. When 
the tumult had subsided, which it did quickly, 
Colonel F. B. Hodges introduced Major Bacon 
in a short and complimentary speech. The 
instant Major Bacon arose and faced the crowd 
great confusion prevailed and somebody 
shouted “three cheers for Bacon.” and scarcely 
were they given before somebody else in- 
duced the crowd to give three for General 
Gordon. 

Colonel Hodges begged the crowd to become 
quiet. 

Mejor Bacon said that the cheering did not 
in the least distorb him. This utterance pro- 
voked more cheers and Major Bacon raised 
bis voice and said: 

“The people of Hart county were in earnest 
when they invited me to speak here today, 
and 1 know that they will give mea hearing, 
I am confident thata large majority of them 
favor my candidacy.’ 4

ries, earnestly recommend to the synods of South 
Carolina, Georgia, Alabama and south Georgia and 
Florida, which direct and control said seminary, 
to dismiss said Rev. Jameg Woodrow, D. D., asa 
professor in said seminary, and to appoint another 
in his place and speedily to take such other steps 
asin their judgment will be best adapted to re- 
store the seminary to the confidence of the 
church,

informed her husband of the 
presence of the oflicer, and prevailed upon 
him to go with the party to McBride’s store. 
On the trial before the commissioners today. 
however, Mrs. Johnson testified that she dii 
not see Mozo that night, and ifshe had made 
such a statement she did not now remsnber it. 
The district attorney stated that the testimo- 
ny of Mrs. Johnson, was not what he had been 
informed it would be, and afterthe examinaa- 
tion of George Wilder,he stated that he would 
not introduce further evidence and thereupon 
the commissioners discharged the defendant 
from custody.

How ridiculous in the 
face of #his fact is Major Bacon’s present 
declamations against the alleged ‘“‘Atlanta 
ring.’’

Next Tuesday's Skirmish. 

The skirmish of next Tuesday will be 
fought on Major Bacon’s territory. 

In pursuance of the plan adopted by his 
friends he ‘hurried forward every county 
that he considers safely ‘‘fixed.’’ The pur- 
pose for this is two fold. First, to gather 
them in before the people can get at the 
‘cut and dried’’ programme and upset it. 
Second, to make a showing of factitious 
strength for Bacon. 

This plan has been industriously worked. 
Every county that the Bacon men felt to be 
absolutely ‘‘safely fixed,’’ and that could 
finally be brought up to the point of acting, 
will be found in the roll of next Tuesday’s 
counties. Outside of that roll there are not 
a half dozen counties in the state that are 
safe for Bacon.’ °.. 

General Gordon’s friends have pursued 
exactly the opposite plan. They have hur- 
ried forward noscounties. Even in DeKalb, 
General Gordon’s home county, the execu- 
tive committee has not yet been called. In 
Fulton the Gordon men put off the election 
until after the first Tuesday in order that 
everybody might have a fair showing. In 
these two counties over ten electoral votes 
that for the asking might have been credit- 
ed to General Gordon on the 1st Tuesday of 
June. But he and his friends seek no such 
clap-traps as this. They are not working 
for ‘‘effect’’—but for the final result. They 
are not hurrying up little court-house meet- 
ings. They are not pushing ‘‘safe’’ counties 
to the front for the purpose of making a 
show. 

So that Tuesday’s [skirmish will be fought 
on Bacon’s chosen territory—in Bacon’s 
chosen strongholds—in the counties pushed 
forward in Bacon’s interest in order that an 
“‘effect’? may be produced. The counties 
that are to act on Tuesday are as follows: 
Carroll, Harris, Columbia, Gordon, Dooly, 
Catoosa, Murray, Haralson, Forsyth and 
Lumpkin. Hart and Franklin were called 
for the first Tuesday because they were 
thought to be ‘‘safe’’ for Bacon; but the un- 
expected strength develcped by General 
Gordon caused a vevision of the situation, 
and the result wasa postponement of the 
county meetings until the first Tuesday in 
July. The Bacon men claim each one of 
the counties that will act on Tuesday as sure 
and safe for Bacon. The meetingsin these 
counties have been hurried forward, just as 
they were in Clarke, Camden and other 
counties, because they are known to be 
‘‘fixed’’ for Bacon. They are Bacon skirm- 
ishers thrown out to distract attention from 
the real battle which will open about the mid 
dle of June and culminate in the first half of 
July. General Gordon has gone into such 
of them as he could reach, not declining the 
contest even when forced by his competitor 
on his competitor’s own terms and in strong- 
holds of his competitor’s own choosing. 
Whatever the result may be of Tuesday’s 
skirmishing, the real battles of this cam- 
paign will be fonght on common territory 
and on equal terms, Of the result of that 
battle there is not the slightest doubt. 
Geveral Gordon will be triumphantly nomi- 
nated and overwhelmingly elected. 


Gen. Gordon and the Late Senator Hill. 

We are tired of correcting the misstate- 
ments and slanders of the Macon Telegraph. 
A paper with less active reason than the 
Telegraph, start new ones faster than we 
can catch them and scotch them. But here 
is one that seems to demand attention. 

For about two weeks the Telegraph has 
been denouncing General Gordon for having 
*‘slandered’’ the late Senator Hill. It has 
expressed the wish that Mr. Hill was alive 
that he might ‘‘blast his slanderer.’’ Day 
after day it has raged and fumed and howled 
against Gordon asthe ‘‘slanderer’’ of Ben 
Hill. All this in face of General Gordon’s 
positive assertion that he had spoken of Mr. 
Hill only in the highest terms. 

Now let us examine the facts. General 
Gordon said in his speech at Americus that 
Mr. Hill had tendered hima share in the 
State road lease which he had declined. That 
is the statement pure and simple. Every 
one who heard the speech agrees that Gen- 
eral Gordon complied this statement with a 
glowing eulogy on Mr. Hill, bearing ardent 
testimony to Mr. Hill’s incorruptible char- 
acter and his crystal integrity. The whole 
point is that General Gordon states Mr. Hill 


‘offered him a share in the State road lease, 


which General Gordon declined. 

Is this ‘“‘slander?’”’ Mr, Hill certainly 
did not think so, for in the official printed 
proceedings of the investigating committee 
on the lease (Judge Reese chairman) on page 
309, Mr. Hill himself testifies that he did 
offer General Gordon the share in the lease 
and that General Gordon declined it. Gen- 
eral Gordon himself so testifies, and his 
letter declining the share is printed in the 
book of testimony, in full. This testimony 
more in detail is printed elsewhere in these 
columns. . 

Here jsthe gistof the whole matter. 
General Gordon stated that Mr. Hill offered 
him a share in the lease which he declined. 
Mr. Hill in his printed testimony taken 
fourteen years ago testifies to the same thing. 
There can certainly be no objection to the 
statement as Mr. Hill himself made it. 
There is if possible, his objection to the man- 
ner in which General Gordon made the 
statement, for he carried itin the body of 
the most touching eulogy of Mr. Hill his 
lips could frame. And yet for this General 
Gordon has been abused and vilified and 
Mr. Hill’s friends called on to array them- 
selves against him because he had ‘‘sland- 
ered’’ their dead friend. We submit this as 
@ sample of the fight being made on General 
Gordon and of the ease with which venom and

This sort of thing must 
grate barshly on the self respect, of the hun- 
dreds of merchants and farmers, who in their 
stores and on their farms hear but the 
echoes of the ‘‘mass meeting.’’

A Trick in Greene County. 

The following item, headed ‘‘Greéne’s 
Methods,’’ is from the Athens Banner of 
yesterday, and will be read with interest: 

News reached Athens yesterday that Judge 
Heard, chairman of the executive committee, 
Greene county, had called a meeting for next 
Tuesday, to select delegates tothe gubernatorial 
and c@ngressional conventions. Not a week’s no- 
tice can be given through the papers. Captain 
Carlton’s friends in that county are indignant, and 
look upon the action as an evident intent to defeat 
him by calling the party together before his claims 
can be presented. This is a question, however, 
solely forthe democracy of Greene county to de- 
cide among themselves, but wedo think that a 
more extended notice snould have been given of 
the convention—say at least three weeks. Weare 
underthe impression, however, that the call is 
Pniy to appoint atime and manner for selecting 

elegates, as Judge Heard has no authority to ca!! 
aconvention without the consent of theexecutive 
committee. This is doubtless the whole matter. 


We can say to the Banner that it isre- 
ported here that Judge Heard hasdone just 
what it says ‘‘he cannot do’’—that is, he has 
called a mass meeting for next Tuesday to 
select delegates to the gubernatorial and 


congressional conventions. The Banner gets 


excited because it thinks the Greene county 
meeting is called for the purpose of ‘‘defeat- 
ing Dr. Carlton by calling the party together 
before his claims can be presented.’’ The 
Banner can now appreciate in some mild de- 
gree the indignation felt by Gordon’s friends 
and by the fair minded public at large when 
the Clarke county convention was called, 
with the Banner’s concurrence, for the pur- 
pose of forestalling General Gordon’s claims, 
even before the state committee had met to 
call the convention to which the delegates 
were appointed. 

No matter in whose interest this Greene 
county meeting is called; no matter who it 
helps or hurts, it is wrong. It is taking 
‘‘snap judgment”’ on the people. Greene is 
a large county. It is filled with a sturdy 
and intelligent people who take gnterest in 
public affairs. It is impossible for the notice 
of this meeting to be made thorough. It is 
impossible for the people under such a call 
to act deliberately and freely. At least two 
weeks’ notice should be given so that every 
farmer in the county may have time to make 
his arrangements to be present. In most of 
the counties it isthe unbroken rule to give 
thirty days’ notice. The hasty mass meet- 
ing of Tuesday ought to be postponed. It 
is certainly called in special interest, or it 
would not have been so hurriedup. It is 
just such proceedings as this that breaks 


down party discipline, that destroys respect*} 


for party methods and incites revolt in the 
ranks. ‘We cannot believe that Judge Heard 
will insist on such a proceeding, or that the 
people of Greene would permit it, if he did. 

Let it be remembered that General Gordon 
and his friends have borne no part in these 
hasty meetings that discredits and weakens 
the party. They stand every time for pri- 
mary elections and for plenty of time. The 
policy of the Gordon men and Bacon men is 
contrasted in the action of the Fulton coun- 
tyand the Richmond county committees. 
The first was controlled by Gordon’s friends, 
the latter by Bacon’s. The first ordered a 
primary and putit off over twoweeks. The 
latter called a mass meeting (in a court house 
which will not hold one-tenth of the voters) 
and allowed only eight days. Which side 
has adopted the methods of the ‘‘ring?’’ 


The Situation in Georgia. 

The republican bourbon organs in various 
parts of the country appear to be taking 
considerable interest in the campaign, and 
the most of them appear to be opposed to 
General Gordon. In this the general is ex- 
tremely fortunate, for the sympathy and 
support of the republican bourbon organs 
are not calculated to increase 2 candidate’s 
popularity among his Georgian constituents. 

The comments of the republican bourbon 
organs are very amusing, however. TheSt. 
Louis Globe-Democrat, a type of that class 
of organ, has a long editorial on the 
political situation. In the course of this 
editorial, the Globe-Democrat declares that 
General Gordon is in iavor of modifying the 
railroad law, while Mr. Bacon is in favor of 
keeping it intact. As our readers know, 
this is unjust to both candidates. General 
Gordon is not only in favor of the law as it 
stauds, but is in favor of appointing com- 
mirsioners who sympathize with the people’s 
side of the question ; while Mr. Bacon believes 
—well, now that we come to think about it, 
we don’t know what he believes. At Spar-

The Defeat of Ex-Governor Boynton, 

When Major Bacon stated in Augusta that 
‘“‘with the circumstances between General 
Gordon and himself reversed’’ he would not 
have entered the contest, his hearers must 
have thought of the case of Governor Boyn- 
ton. 

Nothing we believe in the history of the 
state, exceeds that in personal greed. Major 
Bacon had been overwhelmingly beaten for 
governor by Mr. Stephens. After acam- 
paign in which that grand old man had been 
abused and ridicnled by Bacon’s friends un- 
til he was worn out and exhausted, he lived 
buta few months. Colonel Boynton, then 
president of the senate, succeeded to the 
governor’s chair. By no act of his own, but 
by the touch of death, he was placed in this 
delicate and responsible position. In self 
respect he was obliged to ask that he be al- 
lowed to serve out his unexpired term. His 
frien ds hoped that he would be permitted to 
do so without cpposition. 

But they counted without their host. Be- 
fore Mr. Stephens’s body was buried, Major 
Ba con was in the field against Boynton, and 
@ campaign never surpassed in truculence 
and fervity was waged against that modest 
and estmiable gentleman. Where was 
Major Bacon’s delicacy of feeling when Colo- 
nel Boynton and his friends asked that he be 
allowed to finishout in peace the term to 
whichhe had been called by death. 


The Most Important Issue. 

The most important issue of the pending 
campaign iswhether ornot the people can 
have a voice intheselection of their officers. 

Itthe local politicians are permitted to 
deliver the counties they have promised to 
Bacon, the people will takea back seat here- 
after. The signs are that the people are 
taking things into their own hands and that 
the little cliques that have been ‘‘managing”’ 
things in the counties and have ‘‘fixed’’ the 
counties for Bacon, will be disappointed. 


Bulldozing the Blue. Noses. 


The row between the New England fish- 
ermen and the Canadian authorities has its 
comical as well as its serious aspects. 

Only the other day Captain Anderson, of 
the schooner Joseph Story, had a narrow es- 
cape at Asper bay, where he desired to take 
onacargo for Halifax. Captain Anderson 
was in command of an American trading 
vessel, He was not a fisherman, and there- 
fore hoped to keep out of the fishery troubles. 
To his surprise the Canadian custom house 
officials at Asper bay refused to let him load. 
When they learned that he was an American 
they declined to hear him or to read his 
papers. The captain was compelled to have 
some provisions, and proceeded to take them 
on board. When he was ready to sail, three 
customhouse officers boarded the ship and 
seized it. 

Here was a dilemma, but the yankee skip- 
per was equal to it. He whispered a few 
words to his sailors, and they inmediately 
laid hands on the Canadians and made them 
prisoners. Then the Joseph Story quietly 
weighed anchor and slipped out of the har- 
bor. The captured officers were in a rage, 
but could get no satisfaction. Captain An- 
derson treated them very well. After se- 
curing their promise not to put a revenue 
cutter on his track he landed them at Kelly’s 
cove and went on his way rejoicing. Tae 
blue noses did not keep their promise. They 
hastened to inform on Anderson and sent a 
revenue vessel in pursuit, but it was too 
late. 

Now, it cannot “be denied that the New 
Englander was guilty of something very like 
anactof war whenhe defied the customs 
laws of Canada and made the officers pris- 
oners. Strictly speaking, he was not justifi- 
able, but the Canadians will donbtless re- 
quire greater provocation before they settle 
down to business in earnest. The hot head- 
edness of the Maine and Massachusetts fish- 
ermen at the present time is calculated to 
amuse those who are familiar with the facts 
of history. In 1812, when wehad justcause 
for our war with England, the inhabitants of 
the New England coast could hardly be in- 
duced to fight even in self-defense. They 
were to a considerable extent positively dis- 
loyal, and their action in the notorious 
Hartford convention was considered treason- 
able by the country at large. But times 
change and men change with them. The 
voice of New England is now for-war. She 
is eager for the fray and ready to begin it. 
This sudden fury is suspicions. It is liable 
to weaken at the wrong time. The republic 
cannot afford to get into a fight over this 
codfish muddle until peaceable measures 
have been tried and found of no avail. 


Convicts in Florida. 

The Florida convict system beats any 
thing of the kind in the country. 

According to a correspondent of the Jack- 
sonville Times-Union, there are about 300 
convicts in Florida. It coston an average 
about thirty dollars per head to convict 
them, or a totalof $9,000. These criminals 
are not hired out. That would bring some- 
thing intothe state treasury. Apparently 
in order to avoid such a result, the convicts 
are turned over toa New York man who 
works themon his big turpentine farm. 
This is notall. The state pays this man 
$8,000 a year to take these unfortunates. 

This is a peculiar way of doing business. 
It is estimated that the lucky New Yorker 
gets an income out of his convict labor of 
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the meeting of the anti‘saloom men at Trenton, 
New Jersey,on Wednesday. The object of 
the convention was to devise means by which 
the republican party céuld capture the pro- 
hibition vote of New Jersey. The prohibition- 
ists threaten to nominate a candidate for gov- 
ernor,and the conference was held for the pur- 
pose of forestalling the action of the prohibi- 
tionists and to prevent the threatened disrup- 
tion of the republican party on the prohibition 
breakers. High license, local opion, prohibi- 
bition or a vigorous enforcement of the liquor 
laws were in turn advocated, and at last the 
conference adopted a lengthy address, reciting 
the glories of the republican party and the fol- 
lowing declaration of principles: First, that all 
existing laws regulating the liquor traffic 
should be strictly enforced; second, favoring 
local option and censuring the house of assem- 
bly for not passing the bill; third, approving 
equally of prohibition, high license, local op- 
tion and a strict enforcement of the present 
laws, and, fourth, that the republican party 
dves not need the assistance of the liquor 
interest.

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KNIGHTS OF OLD. 


Fire-Eatiug Duelists of the Last Century and Some of 
Their Doinge—A Combat Between Fwo English 
Lords Stepped by a King—Other Famous 
Euccunmtere of That Day, Etc. 


From Ail the Year Round. 

In what we mederns are pleased to regard 
as the barbarous ages, dueling was a particalar- 
ly rough, though not a very ready way, of in- 
voking poetical justice on wrong-doers and de- 
signers of evil. By the judicial combat, or 
“wager of battle,” as is well known, an ac- 
cused person was permitted to challenze his 
aceuser to singie combat, and did victory de- 
elare for him, his innocence was held to have 
been incontestably established. This test, 
however, can hardly be considered as conclu- 
sive, since the physically weaker party must 
of necessity have been unfairly handicapped. 

Moreover, those olden-time duelists took 
exceeding pains to protect their persons. They 
were fearfully and wonderfally appareled, be- 
girt with inpenetrable steel, so that tre 
armorer shared with the proverbial Provi- 
dence responsibility for the issue. 

The precaution against facile blood-letting 
and the pompard circumstances attending the 
medieval duel are strikingly set forth in con- 
temporary records of the preparations for a 
historic combat—which, however, did not 
come off—between the duke of Hereford and 
the duke of Norfolk. in September, 1505. Tae 
former was said to have basely betrayed a 
private conversation, in which he alleged that 
the latter had dropped several expressious of a 
treasonable nature. The. accusation ws3a 
denied, and according to the usage of the 
times, the duke of Norfolk demanded the 
privilege of acquitting himself by single com- 
bat. Esch of the dukes, according to laws of 
chivalry, flung down his glove, which were 
both taken befcre the king and sealed, in 
order to prevent any fature denial of the 
challenge. 

The king appointed Coventry as the place of 
combat, and caused asplendid theater to be 
erected on Goeford Green, where the fight was 
to come off. Froissart maintains that neither of 
the rival dukes would trust native artificers to 
supply his armor. One imported four ar- 
more:s from Lombardy, and the other certain 
equally cunning craftsmen from (Germany. 
When the belligerents were arme: for the ea- 
counter, it is said they looked very imposing, 
but seeing that they wore heavy and brightly- 
polished steel armor, that was, moreover. 
“elegantly inlaid’ with gold and silver, how- 
ever striking they were in appearance, thoy 
must have felt in person particularly uncom: 
fortable. 

All being ready, the first to appear was 
“Henrie of Lancaster, duke of Hereford,’ who 
said inaloud voice: “I am come hither to do 
mine indevor against Thomas Mowbraie, duke 
of Norfolk, asa traitor, untrue to (iod, "the 
king, hisrealme and me.’, And then “incon- 
tinentile he sware uponthe holie Evangelists 
jbat his quarrel was true and just, and upon 
that point he required to enter the lists. Then 
he put up his sword, which before he hsaid 
naked in his hand, and pulling down his visor 
made a croase on his horse, and with speare in 
hand entered the lists; and then descended 
from his horse, set him down ina chair of 
green velvet, and there reposed himsel/, abid- 
ing the coming of his adversarie.”’ Soon after 
there entered King Richard, “with great 
triumph, accompanied by all the peers of the 
realme,” and, moreover attended by 2,000 men 
inarmor, “least some frai or tumult might 
arise among his nobles, by quarreling or par: 
taking.’ When the king had taken his seata 
herald cried : sehold here, Henrie of Lan- 
caster, duke of Hereford, appellent, which is 
entered into the lists roiall to do his devoir 
against Thomas Mowbraie, duke of Norfolk, 
defendant, upon pain to be found false and 
recant,”’ 

Then came the duke of Norfolk on horse- 
back, his horse being barded with crimson 
velvet, embroidered richly with lions of silver 
and mulberrie trees, and when he made his 
oath before the constable and marshal that his 
quarrel was ‘‘just and true,” he, too, alighted 
and sat down on his chair, that was of crimsov 
velvet. The herald then gaye the word to be- 
gin. The combatants mounted, and ail was 
ready for the dead encounter when-—very pro- 
voking for the reader—the king commanded 
them to resume their seats, where they re 
mained for two long hours, while his majesty 
was in consultation with his advisers. The up- 
shot of the whole portentous affair was that 
the combat did not take p'ace, and the king 
decreed the banishment of both the intending 
combatants. 

The same pomp of preparations and arrange- 
ment are noted in the accounts ef other 
famous single encounters of this period. Oae 
of the mest remarkable was a duel fought a 
century and a half later, in the park of St. Ger- 
main en Laye, between Francis de Vivonue, 
lord of Chateigueraye, and Guy de Chabo. lord 
of Jarnac, in the presence of. King Heury II. 
and his court. The former, being dangerousl5 
wounded in the thigh, was disabled, and his 
life, according to the rules of ihe com)at, be 
eame forfeited tothe victor, who generously 
waived his right, and desired the king to a«- 
cept at his hands the life of the foe he had van 
quished to which request his majesty ws 
graciously pleased to assent. Cha teigneraye, 
bowever, took his defeat so nuch at heart taat 
he died three days afterward. He was conti: 
dent of victory : so much so that he had pre- 
pared a magnificent entertainment for his 
friends on the day of the combat. Astne 
event proved, however, he set too much store 
on his own dexterity and strongly undervalu 
edthe skill of his adversary. So strikingly 
was this made manifest thatthe coup de Jarna* 
thenceforward became a honsehold word— 
used to denote an unexpected maneuver re- 
served by anenemy. The king greatly re- 
greted the loss of Chateigneraye, to whom he 
was much attached, and he prohibited future 
encounters of that kind under severe penalties. 

In the Jatter part of the last and beginning 
of the present century it was that dueling 
generally prevailed in most continental coun- 
tries, as well as in Great Britain and Ireland. 
In France, atthe close of the last century, ac 
ccrding toan eminent authority, “there was 
scarcely a man worth looking on who hai not 
killed his man,” and in Great Britain about 
the rametime a geutleman’s education was 
held to be bardly perfect until he had ‘sult 
powder.” Leg'siators, lawyere, judges, eve, 
and members of other learned professions, 
gentry and estated persons of every dezree, 
were so jealous of their honor aud of the pre- 
servation of the “tone” of bigh society th at 
they engaged in deadly conflict on thesmallest 
provocation. ie 

But the Emerald isle has been pre-eminent- 
ly fhe land where duelling fiourished in the 
immediate past. Most ofthe English readers 
of Lever’s and Lover’s earlier Irish novels n9 
doubt consider that the many duels arising 
from trivial causes, on which the plots of most 
of them hinge, are either gross exaggerations 
of ible occurrences or pure inventions of 
the lively fancy of their authors; but, if any- 
thing, they are but faint reflections of actaai 
facts. Duelling, without dout, was universal 
in Ireland at the commencement of this cen- 
tury. No gentleman was held to be qualised 
for admission to polite society until be had 
exccuntered, if not killed, his man.

“Cluttsville beat,” is what you would term an 
all-cotton farmer; not exclusively so, however, 
as he raises grain and hay suflicicnt for the 
farm, but none for sale. He owns one of the 
best farms in Clatteville beat. His mode of 
preparing his land isto run off his rows two 
feet apart with a two-borse scooter plow and 
deposit fertilizer in the bottom of the furrow 
and list on that with one steel plow. Let the 
middles remain until just planting and bed 
out with the same plow, and plant, thereby 
having the entire ridge fresh. He sometimes 
uses the drum planter and often sows seed by 
hand and covers witha“V”’’-shaped harrow 
with a board behind to smooth off the ridge 
and fill the drill, 

lirst working of cotton is done with a 
cide harrew, fohewed by the hoe and chopped 
out, leaving six or eight stalks ia a banch, 
This is done to protect against coil and wet 
weather. The second working is sometimes 
with a side harrow, but, if very grassy, he 
uses the bar of a turn plow tothe drill, and 
then brought to a stand with the hoe, leaving 
one and two stalks the width of the hoe, 
which is usually about eight inches. The 
after cultivation is done with donbhle shovels. 
If the seecnd hoeipg is done weil it will need 
but little more work with the hoe. He usually 
goes over the third time,taking out s2ch bunch- 
es of grass as would interfere with the picking. 
Thie land, manured. will make about half a 
hale of cotton per acre. 

Mr. Kelly is considered a successful cotton 
farmer: has added to his acres since his first 
purchase. He is perhaps ont of debt. Twenty 
years ago, when he bought this farm, it would 
make half a bale of cotton per acre without 
manure of any kind, It had then een lying 
idle several years in clover, because of the in- 
ability of the owner to cultivate it during the 
wer. Under the all-cotton system it has de- 
teriorated in agricultural value 25 per cent. 
It takes now about 200 pounds of commercial 
fertilizer, at a cost of $3.50 per acre, to produce 
the same amount of cotton that it did then 
without any stimulant. This year he is using 
lime— burnt from limestone rock—com 
with stable manure and cotton seed, at 2 cost 
of abeut seventy cents per acre.

Aeron Burr’s Pict that Brought Ruin and Disgrace 
~The Etrange Craft Floating Down the Sil. 
very Current of the Ohio—The Duel—The 
Flight and Interesting Adventures. 
Re ee a 


From the Cleveland Plain Dealer. 
One beautiful May morning seventy-one 
years ago,a strange craft pushed out from 
Pittsburg and floated down the silvery current 
of the Ohio. It was primitive and capacivus 
enough for an ark, and,as there was no pro- 
pelling power, had the appearance of being in- 
tended for the high tide of undivided waters. 
At this season of the year the swollen waters 
of the Ohio, fed by hundreds of stream; that 
dashed impetuously down from the surround: 
ing hills, bore whatever was entrusted t»> its 
bosom eight miles an hour, and but for the in- 
numerable bends would have been a resi3t- 
lees torrent. Thisriver conveyance was 60x 
14. The boat itself was similar to the flat- 
boats of our day only it had a gunwale four or 
five feet about Bits sides. In the cen- 
ter of the boat, instead of the rude 
covering that was used to protect the emi- 


grants and their household goods from wind 


and weather as they floated down this great 
river and its tributaries to the sunny valleys 
which were still covered with primeval for- 
ests, it had a veritable house with all the es- 
sentials of home-comforts, a kitchen with a 
brick fireplace, a dining room and two sleep- 
ing apartments. The roof of this domicile 
was constructed to serve for a promenade 
deck, where its passengers could sit and en- 
joy all the shiftless scenes of the wilderness 
through which they were to pass. In that 
early day the vine-clad hills of southern Ohio 
were still covered and crowned with forests. 
The voyager might pass hundreds of miles in 
his floating house without hearing the sound 
of the woodman’s ax or seeing the smoke 
from the cabin of the pioneer. 

There was no longer any danger of Inrking 
tribes of Indians upon the banks, for the 
stropg arm of the government had marked out 
the reservations of the red men at the close 
of the Indian war in the northwest territory. 
The few scattered villages along the frentier 
were beginning to need their block houses 
and strong palisades less and less as the years 
went by. 

This singular craft had been constructed for 
the especial use of an individual who had 
more warm friends and more bitter enemies 
than any other man in America—Aaron Burr. 

Colonel Burr had been for ten years a promi- 
nent figure before the public. At thirty-six 
he had won the highest honors at the bar—a 
feat in the national’councils—and even boon a 
competitor for the presidency itself with 
Washington, Adams, Jefferson and Clinton, 
and now, a decade later, when he has been for 
four years vice president of the United States, 
had taken leave of the senate and left that 
august body in tears. When thousands were 
asking what will Aaron Burr do next, he was 
quietly sailing down the Ohio and planning 
what President Jefferson and all the wise coun- 
cilors had talked of in case war should rise 
with Spain—an invasion into the rich territo- 
ry of Mexico and the Spanish provinces. His 
dreams were not to extend the jurisdiction of 
the United States beyond the newly acquired 
territory of Louisiana. 

This ex- vice president was now a man with- 
out acountry; he felt himself, as he really 
was, ostracised, where he had aspired to the 
highest honor in the gift of the peopie. 

With his great ambition thwarted—turning 
his éyes to the southwest, he saw there the 
realization of his most ambitious dreams of 
wealthand empire. The gold of the inex- 
haustible mines that had flooded Europe 
would enrich the adventurer who was bold 
and daring enough to strike the first blow and 
become the Cwsar of the new world. The 
priesthood was disaffected and only waiting 
for the drum to tap from the right man, who 
would secure to the church the privileges de- 
nied by the Spanish authorities, The pomp 
of mediwval chivalry and the splendors of 
the east could be revived in this gorgeous 
realm. 
ore tian this; here, i,000 miles beyond the 
Mississippi, many of the disaffected in the 
states who yearned for something more to 
their taste than the plainrepublic would see 
the glittering prize as the son of Esther Ed- 
wards saw itand hasten at his bidding this 
most auspicious time to strike the blow 
98 would open the way to honor and to 
glory. 

This dream of greatness stood out before the 
mind of the disappointed politicianin marked 
contrast to the shadows that hung over him, 
that terrible duel with Hamilton, the flight 
and exile from New York and New Jersey, 
where the clamors were both deep and loud 
for revengé for Hamilton’s untimely death by 
the hanging of the vice president. The ova- 
tions that were’ given this distin- 
guished politician in the southern cities dur- 
ing that past eventful summer had helped to 
assure him that there would bs amongst his 
followers in this new enterprise a larger num- 
ber of persons in high positions, men of wealth 
and culture, who would gladly and joyfully 
follow the fortunes of Aaron Burr. The pros: 
pect of war with Spain was growing less, but 
why need that make any difference in his 
plans? 

Secondly, he hoped that, in case there should 
be no war between the United States and 
Spain, to ascertain the sentiments of the peo- 
ple of the west on the subject of a separation [ 
from the eastern states. 

Should both these plans be abortive he en- 
tertained the idea of purchasing a large tract 
of land of Baron Bastrop, situated in the ter- 
ritory of Louisiana, on the Ouachitau river. 
Here he might at least establish a colony of 
choice spirits where he could have about him 
a sOciety remarkable for refinement in socia 
and civil life. 

The boat which bore this great man—for 
vice presidents were few then—halted at the 
thriving little town of Marietta, at the mouth 
of the Muskingum. This town had: been 
largely settled by patriots of the revolution, 
men whose yalor and devotion to the cause of 
liberty had won them a worthy place in the 
history of the nation. 

Amongst many of the military chieftains 
dueling was regarded as the only honorable 
way to settle a difficulty between gentlemen. 

The enormity of Burr’s crime, cutside of 
Hamilton’s political friends, was largely re- 
served fora later day. It was the political 
power that feared the fascination of his pres- 
ence, the eloquence of his tongue, that os- 
tracised Aaron Burr and made him eventually 
remembered as the Cataline of the west. 

At Marietta as soon as it was noised abroad 
that the ex-vice president had landed, the 
most prominent persons came out to welcome 
the distinguished guest and offer him hospi- 
talities. Burr had called, he said,fto pay his 
respects to a few friends, and to see the an- 
cient fortifications near Campus Martius, won- 
deiful reports of which had been carried to 
the east. During his brief stay at Marietta, 
he was told again the romantic story of the 
lordly owner of Blennerhassett’s island, which 
was only a few miles below the town. That 
same afternoon his floating house was moored 
at the lovely spot which has since been called 
the American Alhambra. All that wealth 
and culture could accomplish in eight years 
had made this lovely spot the most beautitul 
and pretentious domain west of the Alle. 
gchenies; the private residence had been fash- 
iored after an old country style, with curved 
wing, like those of the Ursuline convent on 
Euclid avenue, and it is said to have had the 
appearance of the Moorish palaces of Anda- 
lusia to the voyager down the river. The ex- 
tensive grounds around the house were 
decked with tasteful shrubbery and inter- 
spersed with showy flowers. Art and nature 
had combined to fashion the most delightful 
walks and drives; orchards of peach, apri- 
cots, quince and pear trees extend along 
the exterior, while in the middle space wound 
labyrinthine walks skirted with flowering 
shrubs. Beyond the beautiful grounds were 
many acres of land already in a high 
state of cultivation. When Madame Blenner- 
basset saw .strangers.in her grounds, she sent 
to offer them the hospitalities of the mansion. 
Burr returned his card by the servant, de- 
clining the invitation, and stating that curi- 


osity alone had prompted him to land upon 
this favored spot. 

When the lady found that she was honored 
by:o distinguished an individual as the ex- 
vice-president she was unusually importunate. 
Eurr with seem'ng reluctance finally yielded 
anc remained several hours. Mr. Blennerhas- 
sett was from home. Could the madame have 
foreseen but a moicty of the unhappiness and 
misery that was to come to all within her lit- 
tle Eden from this fascinating tempter, she 
would undoubtedly have preferred that the 
waters of the Ohio should have swept her is- 
land home out of existence before it became 
the rendezvous of men of treason. 

To understand the ruin of this beautiful 
home one must know something of the ante- 
cedents of those who made it whatit was. Its 
owner, H.irmar Blennerhassett, was from a 
family not noble, but amongst the most illius- 
trious of the Irish gentry. He had been eda- 
cated at Trinity college, Dublin, and was 
called to the bar at Kings Inns in 1790, He 
declined entering upon his profession until 
after he had made a tour upon the conti- 
nent. 

Wherever he went the spirit of discontent 
was abroad. England had iost her American 
colonies. France “had been raked with the 
whirlwind of revolution,” and Ireland was 
just passing through one of her periodical 
awakenings. 

“Strange and unforseen events were crowd- 
ing the annalsofthe world; the establishel 
axioms of general polity- began to lose their 
weight amongst nations, and governments, 
widely wandering from the fundamental prin- 
ciples of their own constitutions, appeared 
carelessly traveling the road to ruin.” 

The young scholar saw all this and yearned 
rather for the flowery paths of literatura than 
the rugged way that led through bustle and 
hurricane of trying times up the path of polit- 
ical preferment. 

He chose rather to renounce the hereditary 
honors of his family forthe secluded life of 
an unpretending republican.

The war with Spain wasno longer among 
the probabilities. Burrand his confederates 
were planning their western expedition more 
vigorously than ever before. The island of 
Blennerhasset became a rendezvous for men 
engaged in the enterprise. In an evil hour 
the happy family had listened to the vo'ce of 
ambition. The patrimony was fast wasting 
away, and Blennerhassett’s children might be 
pocr, the tempter had said. So the great- 
hearted, unsuspecting Irishman was led on 
step by step to embark all his ready means in 
the purchase of batteaux,provisions, and outfits 
for this Utopia which loomed §up in the dis- 
tance. : 

Rumors of powerful military associations 
that extended from New York to the gulf of 
Mexico began to circulate freely. The presi- 
dent’s proclamation against such enterprises 
contirmed their existence. The islands of the 
Ohio being part of the state of Virginia, those 
who were here expected no interference from 
the Ohio militia; but learning that Virginia

Some young men on their way down the 
river to join the expedition offered to take the 
disappointed lady in their boat, an offer which 
she gladly accepted, and in a few hours turned 
her eyes for the last time upon the scene of 
long years of almost unalloyed happiness, 

The arrest of Burr, his trial for treason, the 
verdict of not “guilty,” after the court had 
been engaged in the investigation for twenty- 
six days—a Verdict which his countrymen re- 
fused to accept—followed.. Eight months af- 
ter the arrest in Alabama, and six after the 
commencement of his trial in Richmond, 
Burr was once more free, but his good 
name was by no means restored. The indicts 
ments against Blennerhassettt and the other- 
were never prosecuted. The man whom the 
country had once delighted to honor, the now 
notorious Aaron Burr, fled for his native land 
under the name of G. H. Edward, and became 
an exile on foreign shores. Blennerhassett 
realized how thoroughly he had been deceiv- 
ed and drawnon to his ruin. After his dis- 
charge financial ruin was inevitable; his 
beautiful home had been used as public prop- 
oity, the gardens had been destroyed by the 
freebooters and the floods of the Ohio, and a 
fire swept away the mansion in which his 
family had spent many happy years. 

Once more he started a home in Mississippi, 
hoping to retrieve his fallen fortunes by the 
culture of cotton, which at that time com- 
mended an exhorbitant price. The war of 
1812 dissipated all hopes of success in this 
direction. One failure succeeded another. 
Twenty-five years after he had sought Amer- 
ica with buoyant hopes and joyful anticipa- 
tion, blessed with a competency beyond his 
wants, he sailed for Ireland. His fondest 
hopes had perished, his fortune had been lost, 
his health impaired, and most bitter of all his 
remembered misfortunes was the thought 
tbat he was branded by public opinion with 
the design of overthrowing the liberty of the 
government which had drawn him across the 
Atlantic in his happiest days.

“This shows a total of 85,000 in Europe and 9.100 
mm America,” resumed Mezeroff, r he had 
scanned the table he had prepared. ‘“‘We must 
add something to this for places not accounted 
for,’ he continued, “and we will put down the 
American anarchist population at 10,000, and that 
of Europe 95,000, all told. This isthe top figure. 
The small number in Russia, which is the birth- 
place of anarchy, may be asurprise, but there the 
order is entirely overshadowed by nihilism. The 
fiercest anarchists are the Russian Poles and the 

3ohemians and Hungarians, and they are gaining 

in numbers. Ireland is omitted from the list be- 
cause that country does not take kindly to anar- 
chist doctrines. The followers of the order in 
England are quite numerous, but no trouble is 
looked for in that quarter while Queen Victoria is 
on thethrone. A programme of strictly martial 
musicison the bills after her majesty’s funeral 
takes place. The English anarchists are slow and 
deliberate, and they mean business. They are, as 
a rule, better educated than their continental 
brethren. In relation to the figures shown for 
Switzerland it should be explained that there are 
not 12,000 Swiss anarchists, the majority beiog 
refugees from other countries.”’ 

‘Suppose ] should desire to become an anarchist, 
how would you advise me to proceed””’ 

“It would be a very difficult matter for an Amer- 
ican to gain admittance to the order, because all 
Americans are looked on with suspicion. You 
could not make an application for membership, 
for there is no recognized authority to whichto 
apply. In selecting new members they proceed on 
the nihilist principle. Your character, your utter- 
ances and your antecedents are canvassed in pri- 
vate long before vour name is suggested for mein- 
bership. When it is finally proposed, a commit- 
tee is appointed to shadow you, and you are track- 
ed for weeks and perhaps months. All this time 
you 8re in ignorance of the attentions you are re- 
ceiving, and not until you are elected a full- 
fiedged anarchist will the first intimation of the 
situation dawn upon you.”’ 

“But afterall this trouble suppose I should de- 
cline to be sworn in?’ 

“Inthatevent my advice to you would be to 
quit the city as speedily as possible. Accidents 
will happen and daggers sight be drawn overa 
friendly glass ot beer or a social game of cards. I 
believe Iam the only man iu New York who was 
elected and refused to~fake the oath of afliliation. 
I do not consider my liie in danger from that quar- 
ter, however, because an anarchist will not harm 
. nihilist who is engaged on a mission which duty 

as set.”’

Mr. Moran spoke upon the “woman question,” 
as it was suggested by the occasion—the widened 
power and infiuence of the learned woman. He ' 
argued that her responsibilities kept pace with 
her opportunities, and briefly but earnestly 
sketched the work of learned women as compared 
with thatof man. But, no matter how deep wo- 
man’s scholarship might be, how varied her ac- 
complishments, or how captivating her charms, 
without the coloring of religion she would be an 
abnormality and a thing of ugliness. The relig- 
jous woman, With cultivated mind, was on the 
highest ascending scaleof creation. Since religion 
so eminently becomes a woman, therefore, her 
education should be religious. The speaker re- 
gretted that the tendency of modern times was to 
divorce God from the schools, thus rendering them 
powers for evilin, perhaps, a greater degree than 
for good, Sad asit was to see an ungodly man, 
how much worse was it tosee a_woman with no 
spark of religion in hersoul. Better than a stand- 
ing army is a nation of men and women who have 
been taught the fear of God, and whose faith is 
grounded in revealed religion. The speech evine- 
ea acepth of research and a breadth of reading 
which was quite a surprise to his friends. He has 
been asked to have it printed, and will probably 
consent.
